More Scientists 

In contrast, however, today’s, 
release of a report by Dr. Her- 
bert Scoville, Jr., assistant di- 
rector of the Central Intelli- 
gence Agency, was more jolting 
than bolstering. 

Dr. Scoville stated that Rus- 
sia has 1,5,00,000 trained scien- 
tists, g%cojnpared with 1,300,000 
in the United States, Moreover, 
he said, Russian colleges are 
turning out, scientists in greater 
volume than are Arperican in- 
stitutiohs 'o^, higher learning.

he declared. “If these trends' I 
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enough trained manpower and 
equipment 1 to conduct two 
widely separated atomic test 
•aries simultaneously. He 
pointed out further that in high 
. energy physics the Soviets are 
»tnakiag such “tremendous prog- 
ress” that “they might pass us 
In this field in the near future.” 

In the field of 'intercontinental 
ballistic missiles, he said, the 
Soviets are “putting forth tre- 
mendous efforts/’ While the CIA 
"cannot prove whether the Rus- 
hans Ictually fired an ICBM in 
'August as they claimed, “they 
have capacity to fire such a test 
vehicle if they want." 

"Good Shop Training” 

Dp. Scoville, in his talk to the 
President’s committee, said the 
Soviet educational system is an 
“excejlent one for the produc- 
tifip of good, competent engi- 
neering and scientific .per- 
sonnel. 


technical studies. There Is good 


shop training and pupils arc 
given tours of industry. While 
this emphasis on practical train- 
ing is not harming scientific 
study, he added, such humani- 
ties subjects as history and lit 
erature are being w'eakened. 

The Soviets, Dr. Scoville went 
on, operate a ten-year schooling 
[system (as contrasted to twelve 
years in most of the Uniter 
States.) Since practically all stu 
dents go this far with theii 
schooling, many are prepared 
for technical jobs immediately 
following graduation. 

For these with college in 
mind, a two-year Interim stin! 
in industry is being encouraged. 

‘IGreater Maturity” 

“This Jias the additional ad- 
vantage of giving students in the 
higher educational institutions 
a greater maturity and a better 
feeling for the application of the 
principles they are learning in 
the classroom,” the official de- 
clared. 

In addition, the Soviets are 
pushing scientific knowledge 
through extension courses, a 
broadening of the engineering 
specialties, a streamlining of 
textbooks, educational exchange 
programs with Communist-bloc 
nations and by holding down the 
number of students per teacher. 
Quality Improvement Seen 
Dr. Scoville even sayv Soviet 
scientific progress in The new 
Russian plan to decentralize in- 
dustry. It will mean, he said, 
that the quality of education 
and research will be improved 
in outlying regions. 

He closed his talk with the 
warning that the “Soviets are 
^capable of great accomplish- 
ments I>oth In peacetime anc 
wartime.” 

Tn view of the dynamic drive 
of their entire scientific pro- 
gram, we must expect further 
revolutionary developments in 
addition to the first satellite 
launching.”
